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BBC Announces Completion of Water Project

Looking around from the middle of cold, windy 
farmland only a couple of football fields away from 
Mattapoisett’s borders to neighboring Fairhaven and 
Acushnet, a layman would never guess he was standing 
on top of a regional water resource. 

On Monday morning, Buzzards Bay Coalition 
Vice President Brendan Annett visited the land to the 
immediate south of Acushnet Road which, in fact, sits 
atop an aquifer that serves Mattapoisett, Fairhaven, 
Marion, Acushnet and Rochester. 

The five towns, he explained, worked with the 
Buzzards Bay Coalition and the Mattapoisett River Valley 
Water Protection Advisory Committee and with support 
from the state’s Municipal Vulnerability Preparedness 
Action Grant, have struck an agreement that puts a 
conservation restriction on 240 acres of land sitting at that 
Mattapoisett location and others extending north into 
Acushnet and Rochester. 

The mission, he stated, is to protect important 
land so it is not developed and will not compromise a 
vital source of public drinking water that lies underneath. 

“We actually approached this in a way where all 
the (aforementioned) towns contributed some money, 
Buzzards Bay (Coalition) contributed some money and we 
were able to get state grants,” he said. 

What looks like some emptied-out, post-harvest 
farm acreage is actually a top layer of earth hiding a 
critical resource. 

Annett said that the Mahoneys sold the coalition 
the land, and through actions of the Community 
Preservation committees in the towns that have them — 
plus a grant in Rochester — the coalition was able to take 
these steps. 

While the Town of Rochester took action to

participate, there has been a subsequent movement in the 
town among elected officials to seek further protection of 
their rights to water emanating from their town. Rochester 
has long been frustrated by the state’s redistribution of 
water from Great and Little Quittacas ponds to the City of 
New Bedford without any compensation due Rochester. 

The completion of the Mattapoisett River Valley 
Drinking Water Resilience Project includes larger and 
smaller parcels to the north in Mattapoisett (extending 
over the Acushnet and Rochester town lines.) 

Annett said that through the land transfer 
agreement, farming will continue on some of the parcels, 
including the one on which he spoke Monday, but he 
acknowledged that the conservation restriction comes 
with expectations that the farming process will not 
include actions or ingredients that add nitrogen to the 
land and, ultimately, the harbor. 

Henri Renauld, superintendent of the 
Mattapoisett Water & Sewer Department, said in a press 
release that in working with its fellow communities and 
the Buzzards Bay Coalition, Mattapoisett has “once again 
secured and protected a section of land that will ensure 
the protection of the existing water infrastructure. It

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held since May? “It’s nothing I can’t do. The work is 
the same idea as running a post office. You’re taking 
care of important papers. You keep birth, marriage and 
death certificates, post meetings and correspondence 
responsibly.” 

She added, “I get huge support from fellow town 
clerks as a member of the Massachusetts Town Clerks 
Association.

The 
next year as I returned to my seat after speaking about 
something or other, I overheard her say, “that young man 
sure asks good questions.” The following year after I 
made my way back from the lectern she muttered (rather 
loudly), “I wish he’d stop asking such dumb questions.”

My favorite experience at a town meeting was 
right here in our fair hamlet.

I Am Sick, Where Should I Go? 
What Does The Doctor Say?

In the “old days,” say the 1950s and ’60s, getting 
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sick was much simpler. If you did not feel well, you called 
your doctor and either went to his —- and 90%-plus were 
male — office or he made a house call. Now, the set of 
choices is overwhelming, but where you decide to go can 
have a major impact on your health and your wallet. 

Your choices include: 

The Emergency Department (ED). Pros: always 
open; prepared to handle just about anything acute that 
you may have. Cons: usually no idea who you are or your 
underlying health issues; very expensive — even if you 
have good insurance, there is usually a high copay; little 
continuity of care; and, unless you are critically ill, a long 
wait, often a very long wait. 

Urgent care center. Pros: extended hours 
including weekends; can handle most minor emergencies; 
usually have X-ray and lab; less expensive than ED. 
Cons: Not 24/7, so be sure to check if they are open; no 
continuity of care; moderately expensive. 

Pharmacy-based drop-in clinics, usually nurse- 
staffed. Pros: weekend hours; can handle most “minor” 
illnesses well; usually less expensive than the prior 
two. Cons: limited diseases that can be handled; little 
continuity; limited lab or X-ray available. 

Your doctor’s office: Pros: They know you and 
can generally avoid over-testing; continuity of care 
automatic; least expensive. Cons: limited hours; may not 
be able to see you quickly. 

So, what should you do? 

As the ubiquitous phone message says, if you 
are having a medical emergency, hang up and dial 911. 

If you are experiencing chest pain, sudden shortness of 
breath, severe abdominal pain or are bleeding profusely, 
you belong in the ED. Calling 911 will get you there more 
safely than driving and will assure you are seen more 
promptly. Ambulance patients are almost always seen 
before those who drive themselves or are driven. Most 
insurance covers emergency ambulance transport (but not 
“convenience” rides.) 

If you need urgent attention but are not severely 
ill — think foreign object in your eye, a deep cut that will 
need suturing or a red, swollen arm on a Saturday — the 
closest Urgent Care Center is probably your best bet.

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For the myriad other “minor emergencies” that 
need prompt attention such as a bad sore throat, an 
earache, a possible urinary infection or a very itchy rash, 
try your doctor’s office first. If they are unable to see you, 
a convenience clinic at the local pharmacy will probably 
be able to help you at lowest cost and least waiting. These 
are the kinds of problems that do not belong in the ED.

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Holy Ghost Reuse Committee to Meet 
Mattapoisett Planning Board

During the November 20 meeting of the 
Mattapoisett Planning Board, member Nathan Ketchel 
reported that the Holy Ghost Reuse Committee has been 
preparing for a public meeting. The date is currently 
scheduled to be January 24, 2024 to be held in the Fire 
Station meeting room. It is hoped that the meeting will 
solicit additional feedback from the residents. A survey 
that was posted during the late summer produced about 
150 responses and a plethora of ideas. 

The board also discussed when the Solar Bylaw 
crafted last year might reach Town Meeting floor. Ketchel 
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said it could possibly be included in the warrant during 
the Spring Town Meeting. 

Chairman Tom Tucker queried Ketchel on the 
status of the town’s updated Master Plan, currently 
posted on the town’s website, Mattapoisett.net. Ketchel 
said it is his understanding that before the document 
is accepted, the Select Board expressed interest in 
reviewing it. Tucker said he would reach out to the Town 
Administrator Mike Lorenco. 

The singular agenda item was a Form A Not 
Required request from Laurel Henning. The application 
read in part, “Map 8, Parcel B, Lots 70 & 72 ... Parcel B 
and Lot 70-A on Oakland Way & Lot 72-A on Foster Street, 
Parcel B is to be joined with Lot 65 & Parcel A on Oakland 
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Street. Lot 70-A is a new lot with frontage on Oakland 
Way. Lot 72-A on Foster Street combines with remaining 
area with Lot 72.” 

Try as they may, the board members could not 
grasp the application as written, and it was further 
noted that there appeared to be “scrivener” errors. 
Tucker reached out to the five people logged in via 
Zoom, opening the application to public discussion and 
questioning. No one spoke. 

Bill Madden of G.A.F. Engineering is Henning’s 
consultant, but unable to ask questions that might clear 
up exactly what the applicant is planning, the board 
moved to take no action. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board is scheduled for Monday, December 4, at 7:00 pm. 


Barnstable Model Considered 


for Short-Term Rentals 
Marion Planning Board

Marion Planning Board Chairman Tucker Burr 
polled his membership on Monday night, asking each 
to put into few words, if possible, why the town needs a 
short-term-rental bylaw and what that would accomplish. 
The same invitation would be extended to concerned 
attendees who live in usually coastal neighborhoods that 
they believe are being infiltrated by such. 

Dale Jones said a bylaw would “prevent some 
people from buying up property and turning it into a 
rental property.” He recommended restrictions within 
reason to require that the owner is present. “Something of 
this magnitude requires a subcommittee for the board to 
consider,” he added. 

“Oversight,” suggested Andrew Daniel. “By 
having something written, it protects the community and 
abutting neighbors, and it also protects the owner. The 
goal’s not a blanket statement ... but how to incorporate 
all these things so it’s not harmful to anyone but is 
beneficial to everyone.” 

Jon Henry said that expectations should be met 
both for the people who rent and the people who live in 
the area. 

Eileen Marum read a letter submitted by Dr. Ed 
Hoffer into the record. Hoffer’s letter said in part that, 
“the market is becoming more and more dominated by 
absentee owners who buy properties for such rentals. 
This in turn inflates property values, making homes less 
affordable to people who wish to live in the community. 
... Unless we wish to see Marion becoming like 
Nantucket, where billionaires and wealthy vacationers 
dominate, we should discourage “commercial” vacation 
rental. ... I strongly urge the Planning Board to go on 
record that short-term rental be limited to 2-3 weeks / year 
in residential-zoned houses. This will allow residents who 
wish to make a little extra money when they are away to 
do so but block “commercial” rental. 
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Marum added her own viewpoint: “If we let the 
air-bnb’s ... come in without regulation, Marion will no 
longer be what people come into Marion for.” Marum 
said enforcement and limitation on short-term rentals 
would also protect the prospective buyers of those 
houses. “I would like to know how many rentals we 
have.” Marum suggested a connection between a decline 
in the student population and is waiting on information 
from the town clerk. She said an occupancy tax would 
benefit the activities of the Affordable Housing Trust. 

Member Alanna Nelson agreed it would be smart 
of the town to find a way to draw revenue from short- 
term rental owners. 

“| think there’s a big difference between someone 
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who owns a property and rents it and someone who 
buys a property to rent it short term because then they’ re 
disguising a business,” said member Ryan Burke. “A 
dwelling is a permanent habitation by one or more 
families. I really don’t feel that a lot of these short-term 
rentals fit that.” 

Henry cautioned that a blanket approach could be 
stepping on the toes of associations with their own power. 

Upon Burr’s invitation for public participation 
in the conversation, several points were made for the 
board’s consumption. 

Larry Bauerlein offered that assuming 
associations have rules is erroneous. “They don’t. Many 
are just collegial.” He said the short-term-rental activity 
undermines zoning, and the town needs some sort of 
directive that protects the neighbors and the owners. 

Ana Bauerlein added that the town needs to 
act “relatively quickly ... now you've got situations 
where people who have bought houses and are already 
running these businesses ... are going to think they are 
grandfathered. Sooner the better off we'll all be.” 

Dianne Cosman said she has a short-term rental 
operating next door, in back and another two doors down. 
“At some point, what do we want the town to look like in 
10, 20 years? It’s only getting worse,” she said. Cosman 
said that under state law short-term rentals should be 
collecting taxes that go to the state. Then the state gives 
back to the town its share. A lack of policing allows 
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owners of short-term rentals to circumvent the system 
and operate officially unnoticed. She also noted that some 
local owners stopped living locally because it became 
more profitable to make money by renting. 

“I’m not against licensed businesses that do this,” 
she said, likening the predicament to the plight of taxi 
drivers once companies like Uber came along. 

Overall, the residents in attendance want to 
preserve their neighborhoods and eliminate businesses 
in residential areas, whether that means licensing rentals, 
taxing them. Some sort of tracking, they say, is necessary, 
in order to ensure that a house permitted for a three- 
bedroom septic system, for instance, is not rented out 
without regulation, allowing several more to use that

same system all at once. 

Burr would like to avoid appointing a 
subcommittee, in part because it prevents Planning Board 
members from legally attending its meetings. 

Barnstable and Mashpee are among towns’ board 
members and homeowners will study in an effort to come 
up with the framework of a bylaw that can go before the 
Annual Town Meeting next spring. 

Bill Madden of G.A.F. Engineering represented 
Arnie Johnson in his Pre-Submission Conference for a 
plan to expand his Fieldstone Farms store at 806 Mill 
Street. Johnson, who happens to chair the Rochester 
Planning Board, was in the odd seat as applicant before an 
adjudicatory board. 

His plan is to expand his building by adding 2,044 
square feet, upgrade the Title 5 septic system — he will 
request waivers from the Board of Health — and increase 
parking to 54 spaces. Fieldstone has been on the site for 
three years, replacing the Frigate restaurant. 

Johnson will also file an Approval Not Required 
(ANR) application to convey a lot to Johnson Family 
Investments. He plans solar lighting on the corners of the 
parking lot on poles. The lighting will be monitored with 
a cell-phone app for seasonal applications and conditions, 
and the system will comply with Dark Sky standards. 

There will be an underground infiltration for 
stormwater, similar to what exists now in front of the 
existing building with pretreatment devices prior to 
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discharge into the infiltration beds. 

One variance Johnson will seek is in lot coverage, 
proposed after expansion to 62% of the property. Marion’s 
bylaw limits coverage to 40%, but 45% was previously 
approved on the original project. Johnson will also be 
asking for waivers from an environmental assessment and 
traffic-impact study. He said he is willing to meet with the 
Energy Management Committee to discuss energy usage. 

The board asked him to open a 53G account of 
the minimum $2,000 for the town to cover expenses in 
initial vetting of the project. The board intends primarily 
to conduct a stormwater review. Otherwise, the members 
are largely thrilled with Johnson's business. 

In two votes following the meeting’s only public 
hearing, the board voted to allow 133 Wareham Road LLC 
to reduce parking from 11 to nine spaces and voted to 
approve site-plan review for the construction of a medical 
center on the site at the corner of Point Road and Route 6. 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board 
is scheduled for Monday, December 4, at 7:00 pm at the 


Police Station on Route 6. Property Sale Questioned 
Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals

The November 16 meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Zoning Board of Appeals listed Case 1527, filed by Allan 
Pineda for a Variance and Special Permit for property 
located at 33 Church Street, the former Mattapoisett Water 
Department office. 
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The filing’s public hearing was not opened. 
Instead, the board’s clerk, Tony Tranfaglia, read a letter 
from Pineda which simply requested a continuance to 
give the Conservation Commission the opportunity 
to render its decision on whether project plans meet 
the Wetlands Protection Act or if the commission has 
jurisdiction. 

The board unanimously voted to grant a 
one-month continuation, but immediately thereafter, 
Attorney Perry asked if he could speak in representation 
of abutters. Although the hearing was not open, ZBA 
Chairman Susan Akin granted his request. 

Perry stated that the sale of the municipal 
property had not followed the state’s procurement 
regulations, had not been properly appraised, had not 
been posted in the state’s central register and that the 
undersized lot is not zoned for residential use and had 
never been used as such. 

“Mattapoisett should be embarrassed,” Perry 
stated of the manner in which the sale had been 
conducted. He said there were no hardships that would 
warrant a variance hearing and said the buyers should 
be made whole since the transaction was not correctly 
completed. 

Akin said the matter would be discussed next 
month. 

In response to The Wanderer, Town Administrator 
Mike Lorenco said that questions regarding the 
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property sale should be addressed to Water and Sewer 
Superintendent Henri Renauld, whose response was not 
received before this week’s press deadline. 

In other business, Henry Borda, 12 Linhares 
Avenue, filed a Variance request for the expansion of an 
existing shed. The Variance was granted. Tim Harding 
filed two Special Permit requests for two different 
properties, one located at 14 Marion Road and the other 
at 3 Oakland Street, for the construction of family-related 
apartments. Both permits were granted. 

Christian McCullough filed a Variance for 
property located at 25 Cedarcrest Avenue for construction 
of a new single-family home ona vacant lot. The Variance 
was approved. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Zoning 
Board of Appeals is scheduled for Thursday, December 
21, at 6:00 pm. 


Rentals Skirting Rules May Be Unsafe 
Marion Affordable Housing Trust

Short-term rentals appear to be impacting 
neighborhoods and could be unsafe, according to 
members of the Marion Affordable Housing Trust. 

The committee met on November 14 and 
discussed this and other topics, including how to make 
Marion housing more affordable. 

Trust member Eileen Marum said these rentals are 
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not inspected for code or for local authorities. 

Norm Hills, the Select Board’s representative 
on the trust, said because there is nothing in the bylaws 
about short-term rentals, there is no way to enforce rules. 

The town has an accessory dwelling unit bylaw 
but nothing pertaining to short-term rentals. Marum 
and Hills both mentioned that a short-term rental could 
bring in 10 people on a weekend for a septic system only 
designed for two people. There could be fire or other 
code violations, but local authorities would have no legal 
means for forcing ownership to correct them. 

Hills, citing his conversation with Town 
Counsel, said there is no way the town can enforce issues 
connected to short-term rentals unless there is a bylaw on 
the books. 

Marum also said it likely contributes to the high 
prices of housing these days. For instance, if 10 homes are 
for sale but two are set aside for short-term rentals, that 
drives up the housing prices for the other eight. 

“It’s disrupting neighborhoods,” she said. 

Marum recommended that a group look at some 
of these related issues, especially as the trust is interested 
in revising the ADU bylaw. 

Marum also recommended that the trust get 
involved in programs that would help locals buy homes 
at a more affordable price in Marion. She suggested 
Department of Public Works personnel, teachers or even 
local nurses as candidates. 
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She mentioned the town should become more 
involved in fuel assistance or energy savings programs 
for current homeowners. Marum also cited programs that 
help aging homeowners make their homes handicapped 
accessible. 

Most of Marion’s housing stock was built before 
1970, Marum said. 

In another matter, the trust expressed interest on 
a tax-foreclosed property on Point Road. The town could 
use Community Preservation Act funds and possibly 
work with Habitat for Humanity on a rehabilitation 
project on the home, which sits on a lot measuring close 
to half an acre. 

The trust plans on drafting a letter of interest to 
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the Select Board. 

Member Toby Ast delivered some bad news to 
start the November 14 meeting, reporting that Marion’s 
application for Mass Housing’s community partnership 
program was declined. 

The program assists communities with affordable 
housing planning and development. Ast said only two 
communities out of 12 were selected and speculated 
that the communities chosen have affordable-housing 
employees, unlike Marion. 

The next meeting of the Marion Affordable 
Housing Trust was not announced upon adjournment. 


Mixed Feelings Follow MCAS 
ORR School Committee

When it came time for members of the Old 
Rochester Regional School Committee to respond to the 
administration’s presentation of the district’s MCAS 
scores, member Margaret McSweeny made sure that 
despite hard work and achievement that was reported 
to the committee at its November 16 public meeting, the 
controversial subject should not be put to bed without a 
passionate reminder that MCAS testing’s detractors will 
continue to be heard. 

“I caution us against (regarding) MCAS (results), 
patting us on the back too much,” said McSweeny, 
acknowledging the district’s need to comply and thereby

qualify for state funding. “But they are not representative, 
(confined to) narrow range of academic achievement ... 
inherently biased by nature.” 

McSweeny said MCAS does not address the 
“whole child” and does not foster creativity. “We happen 
to be of a higher educational background. Doing better 
than the state isn’t something we should be too excited 
about,” she said, citing statistics indicating a cynicism 
among faculty as well. She tempered her comments by 
acknowledging ORR’s recovery statistics, but also noted 
that the state spent over $151,000,000 per year on MCAS. 

“It’s a profitable business, something we should 
think about,” said McSweeny. “We should be more excited 
about Open (Science Education) ... about our leadership.” 

ORR Superintendent of Schools Mike 
Nelson thanked respective high school and junior 
high principals Mike Devoll and Silas Coellner and 
Assistant Superintendent of Teaching and Learning 
Dr. Shari Fedorowicz for her presentation, but he also 
acknowledged McSweeny’s point, noting that MCAS is 
but one data point. 

“For me, it’s recognizing all the hard work of 
the students,” said Nelson in his closing sentiment to the 
annual MCAS conversation. 

There was no vote to be taken on MCAS, merely 
a discussion / visual presentation with graphs illustrating 
how ORR students fared in three basic areas, English 
Language Arts (ELA), Mathematics and Science, at 
different grade levels as measured against themselves in 
recent years and against state-average scores. 

Fedorowicz’s presentation began by highlighting 
statewide trends that show students in a recovery phase 
following adverse effects of the pandemic. 

Overall, ORR Districts students consistently 
perform better than last year and better than the state 
average in ELA and Math. Grades 3-12 score 11% above 
the state average in ELA. ORR students’ post-pandemic 
recovery rates are also higher, but in Science ORR has 
regressed from last year, albeit maintaining better grades 
than the state average. 

Coellner told the committee that Grades 7 and 8 
showed a dip from 2019 to 2021. “We were just reaching 
our stride, we were peaking in 2019,” he said. Coellner 
reported that Math scores in junior high have been 
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similar to ELA, but Grade 8 fell below the state average in 
geometry. 

Devoll identified a dip at the high school from 
2022 to 2023. “We are pleased with our scores,” he said, 
qualifying that with a need to remediate weak areas. “We 
want them to graduate with a level of proficiency.” 

Fedorowicz said that Math for Grades 3-12 across 
the ORR District rate above the state average by 10% 
and better than last year. Grades 7, 8 and 10 are showing 
improving rates of recovery but that student growth is 
below the state average. 

Science performance has dipped from last year. 
Fedorowicz pointed to the district’s focus on ELA and 
Math coming out of the pandemic. 

Committee Vice Chairperson Matt Monteiro, who 
ran the meeting in Chairperson Michelle Smith’s absence, 
asked if there is a district-wide plan to address a common 
dip in performance. Coellner said he had prepared 
himself to “not do so well” and considers ORR’s Grade 
7-8 scores a “pleasant surprise.” 

Devoll said there is good news from the freshman 
class, which is apparently thriving on experience in what 
administration refers to as “Open Sci. Ed.” Devoll said 
results indicate that contrary to some past practices, 
introducing topics earlier in the academic year results 
in better MCAS testing in June. Fedorowicz noted 
that “these freshmen were fifth graders in 2020.” She 
had similarly pointed out that third graders were in 
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Kindergarten in 2020. 

While ELA remains a district-wide area of 
strength, Coellner itemized an action plan that would 
take a closer look at figurative language, inference and 
the purpose of a paragraph in a passage, with greater 
emphasis on writing and the usage of small-group 
interventions. 

ORRHS students performed better than the state 
average on questions about poetry, informational texts 
and when asked to make inferences about characters in 
fictional texts. 

Action steps for ELA at the high school level will 
teach students how to identify the rhetorical situation 
of a writing assignment, incorporate more comparison / 
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contrast, poetry assignments and emphasize textual 
evidence. 

Math is an area of strength at both the junior 
and senior high schools, and the high school plans to 
incorporate MCAS-related subjects including Biology 
(mitosis in particular) into MCAS test preparation. 

In her summation, Fedorowicz said ORR was 
above the state average and better than they were last 
year. That noted, she said, “We need to address the whole 
child,” focusing on lingering effects of the pandemic from 
remote education and return-to-school protocols, etc. 

In other business, the committee voted to approve 
the American Field Service Club’s field trip to New York 
City. 
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The committee approved the following donations: 
an umbrella plant from Sarah Whinnem and two peace 
lilies from the Dawson-Gallavotti family to the CORE 
Committee to decorate the high school lobby; $75 from 
the Mattapoisett Woman’s Club on behalf of Frances- 
Feliz Kearns to Mr. Brian Almeida, Engineering Science 
teacher at ORRJH (Kearns abstained on this vote); eight 
$25 gift cards from Target and eight $25 gift cards from 
Walmart from Mattapoisett residents Nancy Gauvin and 
Louise Vandal, who donate their time to local charities 
and in collaboration donate the gift cards to assist local 
student families over the holidays; two books from Greta 
and Tim Fox, “Nimona” by Noelle Stevenson and “The 
City of Ember” by Jeanne Duprau; donations for the 30th 
Tri-Town Senior Citizens Thanksgiving Dinner hosted 
by the Junior High School; monetary donations for food 
and paper goods including apple cider (15 gallons) and 
60 store-bought apple pies; gift cards; door prizes; and 
seasonal decorations from Kenny’s Farm Stand and 
Shaw’s supermarket (including leftover pumpkins, corn 
stalks, gourds, etc.) 

The committee reviewed the draft school calendar 
for 2024-25; Nelson said he would like to see the Joint 
School Committee act on the calendar at its January 
meeting. 

The committee approved a list of items for 
disposal. 

In his Financial Report to the committee, Assistant 
Superintendent of Finance and Operations Howie Barber 
estimated that there remains $1,100,000 in the district’s 
operating budget (not including capital approved in 
previous budgets.) McSweeny publicly thanked Barber 
for his work. 

Nelson said that with debt soon to come off the 
rolls, it has become prudent for the administration to 
spend the next few months going through one school 
building per week to gain information that will facilitate 
decisions later this winter. 

Subbing for Smith, Monteiro used the 
Chairperson’s Report to express appreciation for all 
the effort, partnership and respect that the committee 
has returned to in this “quieter year so far” and the 
committee’s ability to “work together as we have,” 
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wishing the school community a “Happy Thanksgiving.” 

Nelson pointed to the change in athletic seasons, 
the relaunch of an alumni committee and ORR’s 
production of “Romeo & Juliet” which was opening on 
the night of the meeting. “A lot of great stuff happening,’ 
he said. 

Fedorowicz said that the prior week’s Project 351 
kickoff for teachers and student leaders provided a great 
opportunity. ORR is in Year 2 now of Project 351, and the 
district is “moving fast and progressing very quickly.” 
Fedorowicz said there are indicators that ORR is already 
being viewed as a potential model for the implementation 
of the program, and she credited Lauren Mallette of the 
Guidance Department for leading the charge. 

Nelson publicly thanked former Boston Celtics 
guard Dana Barros for sharing his story with Project 351 
students. 

The ORR Unified Basketball Team was scheduled 
to cap off its undefeated season by playing against local 
Fire and Police on Tuesday, November 21, at ORRHS. 
Devoll also pointed to the football team’s upcoming 
Thanksgiving Day game at Apponequet and Friday’s 
alumni soccer game. 

Sippican Healthcare Center has responded with 
a warm letter of appreciation from participants in ORR’s 
National Honor Society Memoir project organized by Al 


Caron, in which senior citizens shared their life stories 
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families. 

Coellner said that the Tri-Town Thanksgiving 
Banquet is coming back. 

Student representative Jaymison Gunschel 
introduced new student representative Ezra Thompson. 

Reporting on Mattapoisett, committee member 
Jim Muse announced that Old Hammondtown Principal 
Kevin Tavares, after 30 years of service, is retiring at the 
end of the school year. “I’ve known Kevin for 30 years ... 
fantastic educator and fantastic person, and I wish him 
the best,” said Muse. 

The next meeting of the ORR School Committee 
is scheduled for Thursday, December 21, and the next 
meeting of the Joint School Committee is scheduled for 
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Thursday, January 18, 2024. Both meetings will begin at 
6:30 pm in the ORRJH media room, 133 Marion Road, 
Mattapoisett, MA 02739.

What a great ten days for the Town of 
Mattapoisett. At the November 6th Town Meeting we 
brought closure to matters surrounding Tinkham Forest 
— following twenty years of discussion, debate and votes 
dealing with the preservation of the Forest and access to 
the Forest. Town meeting also approved significant funds 
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to finally begin to address in a major way the substantial 
work that needs occur at our Town Barn on Mendell 
Road. We have known for years of the hazards at this 
building from a public safety perspective and from an 
EPA regulatory viewpoint — and we are now on track for 
meaningful improvements. Bringing Old Slough Road 
up to acceptable, usable standards has been a topic of 
public safety conversation since at least Hurricane Bob in 
1991 — and numerous times since when Point Connett and 
Crescent Beach have been cut off from Route 6 resulting 
from storm flooding and road damage — Town Meeting 
approval to proceed with this project is much appreciated 
by many. Eight years ago, the Town kicked off an effort 

to update the roads and sidewalks on Main Street, Water 
Street, Beacon Street and surrounding areas. At the most 
recent Select Board Meeting, the Board voted to proceed 


with the design offered by the Town Consultant — putting 
the Town on the path to secure $8 million of State funds 
towards this effort.

Albert Brooks: Defending My Life. A documentary 
directed by Rob Reiner. Running time: 88 minutes. 
Now streaming on MAX. 

There are days when Albert Brooks’ Lost in 
America strikes me as the greatest American comedy 
film. It certainly has the funniest scene I’ve ever seen 
— the one where Brooks, playing a yuppie who’s 
dropped out of society with his wife Julie Hagerty, is 
trying to convince casino manager Garry Marshall to 
give back the nest egg Hagerty has lost at the table. 
Brooks’ character brings in every marketing strategy 
he knows — “The Desert Inn has heart” is the jingle 
he comes up with off the cuff — and Garry Marshall, 
in the brief, great performance that redeems every 
crappy rom-com he ever directed, can’t quite believe 
what he’s hearing. 

That movie is essentially made out of two- 
hander scenes — Brooks talking at various people, 
trying to impose his will. Albert Brooks: Defending My 
Life, the new MAX documentary directed by Brooks’ 
longtime friend Rob Reiner, is also largely a two- 
hander — Brooks and Reiner sitting in a restaurant 
chewing over Brooks’ career. (When they’re not 
talking, Reiner interviews other luminaries like 
Steven Spielberg, Judd Apatow, Larry David, Sarah 
Silverman, and many more.) Here, Brooks is in a 
more reflective (though no less funny) mode. Reiner 
nudges him to talk about this or that — Brooks’ 
father Harry Einstein, or “Parkyakarkus”; his early 
variety-show appearances, leading to Carson, SNL, 
and his sporadic gigs as a film director, spanning 26 
years and only seven films. But, Brooks fans will tell 
you, they were the right seven films. 

Reiner and his crew have dug up lots of 
vintage clips of Brooks plying his trade of meta- 
comedy — ironic comedy that went for laughs 
based on the staleness of the comedy tropes on 
display. In that respect, Brooks shared conceptual 
DNA with some other comedy stars waiting to 
pop, like Steve Martin or David Letterman or Andy 
Kaufman. Everyone in this movie, young and old, 
considers Brooks the cream of the crop, the ultimate 
comedians’ comedian. Brooks played with the toys 


of stage comedy, broke them, and got laughs anyway 
because he understood how they were supposed to 
work. Doing a bit about an inept ventriloquist, he 
could be funnier than a slickly done ventriloquist act 
could ever be. 

We get a glimpse of the titanic Brooks / 
Marshall bout, though I would’ve been just as happy 
if Reiner had let it run in full. 1991’s Defending Your 
Life has its fans, though I was a cynic barely into 
my twenties when it came out, and it impressed 
me as sentimental in a way that betrayed Brooks’ 
astringent prior films. But the clips shown here 
reveal Brooks trying to make an honest-to-Pete 
old-fashioned Hollywood crowd-pleaser, no shell 
of protective irony this time, complete with happy 
ending and the music rising. It probably warrants 
another look. I was happy to see Brooks’ overlooked 
The Muse well-represented, with its surefire cameos. 
(Which I shouldn’t spoil; I recommend you check out 
The Muse before watching this documentary, so the 
cameos stay fresh. Trust me, it’s good, with maybe 
my favorite Sharon Stone performance.) 

The documentary is less a movie than a 
spin-off of Reiner’s and Brooks’ friendship, though 
it’s a more simply pleasurable and successful 
entertainment than anything Reiner has directed 
in too many years. Reiner does a decent job of 
establishing why Brooks became what he did, a 
titan held in equal awe by Carson and Kubrick. Like 
Reiner, Brooks literally had comedy in his DNA. 
Unlike Reiner, Brooks lost his father fairly young, 
and maybe there was an element of Brooks taking 
up his fallen father’s sword. That would be the 
superhero origin story. Brooks’ real story is more 
subtle, that of a young man who sought, consciously 
or otherwise, to understand his dad through 
comedy, and ended up understanding comedy better 
than anyone. Most of the true subject here, though, is 
not Brooks’ life but his mind. By the evidence here, it 
is, at 76, as acute as ever.

into our Thanksgiving holiday, in early New England, 
they were separate.

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George’s Pony Pasture Stone Wall Restoration 

The Rochester Land Trust has launched a 
fundraising campaign to restore the stone walls at 
“George’s Pony Pasture” on Mattapoisett Road. The 
campaign has raised $16,000 so far, $8000 from Land Trust 
members and another $8000 from an anonymous donor 
who offered to match every dollar raised, up to $10,000. 
Masons began work on the wall this past weekend, and 
will continue through November, weather permitting. 

The property is named after philanthropist and 
town legend George Church, whose pony often grazed 
in the field beyond the wall. George passed away in 2014 
at the age of 90. The Rochester Land Trust acquired three 
properties from George by virtue of “bargain sales”, 
where land is purchased for less than market value. 

All three properties offer the iconic landscapes that are 
indicative of the rural character that the Land Trust seeks 
to preserve. While only three acres in size, George’s Pony 
Pasture has over 1,000 feet of road frontage, bounded by 
dry field stone walls front and back. 

Russ Keeler, Treasurer at the RLT, opined “not 
only does this project enhance Rochester’s rural character 
and honor George Church himself, but it also honors 
the now forgotten craftsmen who originally built this 
wall. It boggles the mind to consider the amount of effort 
expended to clear the field and build this wall, especially 
before the age of mechanized equipment. We are 
heartened by and grateful for the close to 50 townspeople 
who have supported this project so far.” 

It is not too late to support this project. “It is 
unrealistic to think we can fix the entire wall, front and 
back, but the more money we raise, the more of it will be 
restored”, said Keeler. Contributions may be made to the 
RLT at PO Box 337, Rochester, MA 02770, or by using the 
PayPal link on their website at www.rochesterlandtrust.

BBAHFH Seeking Land 

The Buzzards Bay Area Habitat for Humanity is 
currently seeking partnerships to secure low-cost land for 
their next home. A local affiliate of Habitat for Humanity 
International, BBAHFH mission is ‘building homes, 
communities, and hope’. BBAHFH was first established 
in 1996 and serves the nine communities of Acushnet, 
Dartmouth, Fairhaven, Marion, Mattapoisett, New 
Bedford, Rochester, Wareham and Westport. 

Explains Executive Director Christine Lacourse, 
“We are currently looking for land in our territory that is a 
suitable spot to build a house or duplex. Ideally, the land 
will be donated to BBAHFH by an individual, group or 
even a governmental entity. The Westport Housing Trust 
purchased a parcel of undeveloped land and sold it to 
Habitat for $1,000 for our most recent build. We can also 
build on city lots and rehab existing homes as well.” 

Ideally, the lot meets local zoning requirements, 
has at least 7,000 to 10,000 square feet of area, and access 
to amenities such as water, sewer and utilities. If no sewer 
is available, the lot must be able to accommodate a private 
septic system and needs to have minimal constraints, 
such as wetlands, ledge, or contamination. 

Since Habitat for Humanity is a 501(c)3 nonprofit 
organization, land donations are tax deductible per IRS 
code. In addition to substantial tax deductions, donors 
can benefit from shedding unwanted taxable property 
and can feel good about helping families in need of 
housing that is affordable. Homes are built with volunteer 
labor and donations of land, money and materials, as well 
as a minimum of 300 sweat equity hours that the Habitat 
family invests into building their own home. 

Recipients of a Habitat house must be able to 
demonstrate a true need for adequate shelter, have the 
ability to pay a low-interest mortgage, show proof of U.S. 
citizenship or permanent residence status and reside or 
work in the affiliate’s territory. 

“One reason donors love our organization is 
because Habitat for Humanity provides a hand up, not a 
handout,” remarked Lacourse.
